About 1962 “THE. WORKER” began 
promoting Martin. Luther King, (got him 
the Nobel Prize, “TIMES? “Man of the 
Eear,” etc.) the NAACP, SCEF, CORE, 
ete. Note the following headlines from 
“WORKER”: 


Nov. 26, 1962 issue, “REV. KING 
FLAYS FBI SUPPORT OF RACIST 
MOBS.” June 30, 1963 issue, “DE- 
TROIT RALLY OF 250,000 GREAT- 
EST, SAYS REV. KING.” 

By 1964 Lyndon, Jakie Javits, Mannie 
Celfer, et al, had’ joined in and helped 
instigate Selma, Ala., St. Augustine, Fla., 
Harlem, N. Y., Chicago, IT., and Roches- 
ter, N. FY, 


About 1964 “THE WORKER,” having 
contrived riots and sundry lawless activi- 
ties, suddenly discovered POLICE BRU- 
TALITY, and in the July 21, 1964 issue of 
“THE WORKER” we find the headline: 
“MURPHY’S GESTAPO COPS OCCUPY 


~ HARLEM, BEAT AND KILL IN HYSTER- 


ICAL RAGE,” because these NON-VIO- 
LENT sit-ins, stomp-ins, squat-ins, step-ins, 
and/or riots, naturally provoked Police Ac- 
tivity, so that the “BRUTALITY” of the 
Police, as they defended themselves from 
knives, guns, bricks, etc., was so HORRI- 
BLE that, by 1965 not only ”THE WORK- 
ER,” but also, “THE NEW YORK TIMES” 
and assorted characters like E. Carson 
Blake, Peter Makris (see MANCHESTER 
UNION-LEADER,” 15 July, 1965), many 


of. them merely naive, others publicity 
‘seekers, were taking up the cry of “PO- 


LICE BRUTALITY,” and demanding the 
setting up of “CIVILIAN REVIEW 


‘BOARDS,” whose purpose would be to 


hobble demoralize our Police 


Forces. 


The purpose of all this, as in RUSSIA, 
CUBA, and wherever the Communists have

effectiveness of the Police and their sup-

Revolution occurs when two opposing 
political ideologies, each threatening the 
survival of the other, meet head-on in a 
final struggle to determine which shall 
prevail. 

Revolution, the violent brand, calls for 
political prisons, hysteria, firing squads — 
all of which end in pain, bloodshed and 
death, : 

Revolution, the non-violent brand, is 
equally effective in accomplishing the- 
transfer of complete power to the victor, 
but it, too, operates on the principle that 
some must fall to destruction. 

“The First To Fall” are those involved 
in the enforcement of law and order, The 
success of revolution is in direct ratio to 
the failure of law enforcement. Physical 
and moral assassination of the law officer 
has high priority on the timetable of the 
revolutionary. Accusations of brutality and 
immorality are repeated monotonously, 
until by repetition alone the big lie has an 
aura of truth. Those who are easily. influ- 
enced change respect to hate ... for the 
police. 


Revolution succeeds where police are ~ 


“handcuffed” by laws which unnecessarily 
hamper arrest and prosecution by placing 
all the odds in favor of the criminal; where 
Police Review Boards, “The Third Tribu- 
nal,’ harass the police officer in the per- 
formance of his duties; where quick re- 


` lease of convicted lawbreakers makes a 


mockery of the arrest, the trial, and the 
court; and finally when the publie begins 
to feel that law enforcement is a useless 
effort and expense — when the police fail 
— the government is broken! 

Our best defense against revolution is a 
superior attack on the forces opposing the 
principles of this country’s constitution. 
Let each of us search out anyone who 
speaks against, who votes against, who 
acts against the Constitution. Let each of 
us do his utmost to maintain law and order, 
that history may never record that any 
Police Department in America was among 
“Fhe First To Fall.”
